Malaya Island, in the south 
Pacific, and Upland are con- 
nected today by letters, written 
by an island native and by Leon 
Bolsta, 11 year old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Alfred Bolsta, 874 
Washington boulevard. 

George Wallace, a U. S. army 
soldier, a cousin of the local 
family befriended the native and 
he suggested that the native 
write to Leon. The native’s pic- 
ture, enclosed with the letter, 
shows a fuzzy haired young man, 
dressed in what appears to be 
clothes furnished by the British 
government. Prior to the war 
he was in a mission, where there 
were “20 ladies and 20 men 
teachers.”

[ nignt adopted the mutual aid law 
enforcement plan recommended by 
state agencies to permit officers to 
go outside the city limits in emer- 
gencies without losing any of the 
tenefits they enjoy as city em- 
| ployes. 

The mutual aid plan was de- 
veloped by the state advisory com- 
mittee for law enforcement and 
approved by the California state 
war council, City Attorney Ed- 
ward EF. Gray told the councilmen. 

Purpose of the plan is to coor- 
dinate use of law enforcement per- 
sonnel and equipment in the event 
of disaster, civil disturbances or 
enemy action when’ agencies out- 
side Upland request assistance. 

Cities throughout California 
have been requested by state au- 
thorities to adopt the plan, Mr. 
Gray stated. 

To send Upland police officers 
to Ontario, Pomona or elsewhere 
under the resolution adopted last 
night, the mayor, the city man- 
ager or the chief of police must 
issue an authorizing order.

What is being contemplated to 
protect interests of the residents 
in Upland and throughout the 
county was discussed by Harold 
Zenz, secretary of the San Ber- 
nardino County Planning commis- 
sion at the meeting of the Upland 
Lions club in the Upland Woman's 
club house at noon yesterday. 

“You cannot be satisfied with 
what you have because what you 
have will drain away fast,” 
Zenz declared in observing that 
during the last five years new peo- 
ple have come and new changes 
have been made in the county. 

The county’s population hag in- 
creased at least 30,000 since 1940, 
reported the former Upland resi- 
dent and former secretary of the 
county board of supervisors. 
recently was appointed to the new 
position with the county planning 
commission. 

One of the first objectives ts to 
Seck some kind of “building con- 
trol” in the unincoporated areas. 
Another immediate objective is to 
zone the areas adjacent to the 
city limits so.the ‘eye sores” may 
be removed along the highways, 
Mr, Zenz said in presenting a com- 
prehensive picture of the opportu- 
nities. 

He cited specific instances of 
tragedies that have occured due to 
defective buildings in the county 
and he also called attention to the 
fact that many structures, espec- 
ially in the mountainous resort 
areas, are not on the tax rolls be- 
cause their erection was never re- 
ported to anyone. 

- “Our first hope is to get a coun- 
ty ordinance that will at least re- 
quire a builder to report the fact 
that a structure is going to he 
erected,” the official said. 

‘Prospective builders will be urg- 
ed to observe modern building 
specifications. 

He emphasized that an active 
public opinion is essential to pre- 
vent the haphazard building of 
structures in unincorporated areas, 
to make possible a greater control

Fertilize Citrus | 


Now, Salter Says 


Spring application of fertilizers 
to citrus orchards may be made 
now and during the month of 
February. At this time of tne year, 
the citrus tree requires a plentiful | 
supply of nitrates to produce blos- | 
soms and fruit. Usually, following 
winter rains, the nitrates supply 


in the soil are low. A. G 
Salter, county farm advisor, 
suggests that between two to 


hree pounds nitrogen per tree, 
from all sources, including organic 
matter as well as commercial fer- 
tilizer, should provide the needs of 
a citrus tree during the year. 

Because of high fruit prices, the 
eitrus orchard program can be 
maintained at a high efficlency. 
Now is the time when growers can 
afford expenditures to put their 
orehards in geod condition, One 
way to secure efficient or¢ hards iB | 
to follow a good fertilizer pro- | 
gram.

For 36 years Gregor Piatigorsky 
has been thrilling concert audi- 
ences but last night in Chaffey 
civic auditorium his career reached 
a crescendo as his cello music be-

The cello invariably has a ten- 
dency to emit scratches and 
screeches but Piatigorsky’s com- 

vand of his instrument was near- 
ly flawless. More than that, he 
seemed to have captured mastery 
over moods as he won and kept 
the sustained interest of his listen- 
ers throughout the evening. 

Makes Cello Talk 

He made his 1739 Montagnana 
talk and laugh and cry and sing. 
There was not a dull moment in 
the entire concert. 

Piatigorsky dramatizes ‘his 
music. With head back and eyes 
closed, he produced soft, sweet 
strains on the muted instrument, 
but when the score was fortissimo 
his head shook violently from side 
to side and the audience knew the

All information wil be constder- 
ed confidential as enumerators are 
sworn to secrecy, Under penaity of 
law none but census employers will 
have access to individual informa- 
tion. 

The census will include farms of 
three or more less than 
three acres producing producis 
worth 520 or more in 1944.

The most critical water supply 
| Situation in San Bernardino coun- 
ty is in the Chino basin, which in- 
cludes Upland, Ontario, Cucamon- 
ga and Fontana, the report says. 

“As defined by the state divi- 
sion of water resources, the basin 
has an area below the foothills of 
| 159,873 cres, or about 250 square 
miles, It covers that portion of the 
San Bernardino valley lying west 
of Rialto, extending into Los An- 
geles county. 

“A recent survey made by the 
San Bernardino County Flood Con- 
trol district shows that 76,500 
acres, almost exactly one-half of 
the basin, is irrigated. The amount 
of water supplied is estimated to 
average 88,000 acre feet per year, 
‘! just over one acre foot for the irri- 
gated portion, or one-half acre 
foot for the entire basin. The major 
portion of the water is obtained 
by pumpinz from underground 
water stored in the Chino basin 
and the balance is imported from 
various sources.” 

For the nine years from 1931 to 
1989, the overdraft averaged 20,- 
Q00 acre feet per year. 

Even as at present cultivated, 
the report says, the irrigated land 
in the basin has been using an 
j amount of water almost twice the 
amount that can be taken from its 
own underground supply. The

Next is 
corn, which is the most popular 
grain in all parts of the country, 
except the west. In *the western 
states, wheat is the leading poultry 
scratch grain and constitutes 27 
per cent of the poultry ration.

Counties Gas company will at- 
tend the February 15 meeting of 
Upland city council to explain in 
detail its request for a perpetual 
franchise. City Attorney Bdward 
E. Gray told the councilmen last 
night. 
_ Recently Mr. Gray was asked 
by the council to contact the com- 
pany to have a representative at- 
tend a meeting here and to com- 
municate with the League of Cali- 
fornia Cities on its views in the 
matter. 

A letter written by Harold P. 
Hulls, city attorney of Pasadena 
and one of the League of Califor- 
nia Cities’ authorities on gas 
franchises, was received by Mr. 
Gray and read by City Clerk Ray 
€. Norton. It recommended that 
Upland grant a franchise on & 
term of years’ basis rather ethan 
permanently. 

Pasadena, he said, grants fran- 
chises to utility companies for 
terms of years, mostly 20 years. 

The value of the indeterminate 
franchise to a smaller city, Mr 
Hulls stated, is in larger payments 
made by utility companies for the 
more favoraidle franchise. 

The utility companies are try- 
ing to obtain indeterminate fran- 
chises, he explained, because they 
are then able to finance operations 
more easily. 

“Were I confronted with the 
situation,” he said, “I would resist 
the application for an indetermi- 
nate franchise and insist on 
franchise for a period of years for 
as high a rate as possible.”

Plan Gardens 
Now, Suggested 


War Food Administration has 
requested a continuation of the 
Home Food Production Program 
for 145, says J. P. Hertel, assistant 
warm advisor. 

“An unfavorable climatic year 
might ‘catch us short of food com- 
Modities unless everybody gets in 
and does their part with; home 
gardens,” he said. Now is the time 
to lay plans and prepare your gar- 
den for the coming season. 

“First, spread a half a pound to 
one pound of barnyard fertilizer 
per square foot or garden to be 
used. 

“Then plow or disk well and 

turn under all trash. This kills 
pests and bugs that, otherwise, 
thrive on the fibrous crops in the 
garden at the present. 
“Plant winter vegetables any 
time in the next thirty days. In 
this group are root crops such as 
carrots, beets, turnips, radishes, 
rutabagas, kohlrabi, onions and 
leafy vegetables such as kale, 
cauliflower, cabbage, broccoli and 
head lettuce. 

“Do not plant frish potatoes 
until the danger of frost is past.

Lay aside one-fourth to one- 
third of your garden space that is 
now fertilized and plowed for 
your next fall and winter garden. 

Brocolli, cabbage and cauliflow- 
er planted from seed about July 
1, and from plants about August 
1, will supply you all the needed 
vegetables next winter.
